1 . (Currently Amended) An apparatus having a light souroo for q transparont sheet of a scann e r 
comprising: 

a scanner upper_s hell-ebfeet: 

a light-emitting element mside disposed on said scanner upper shell objoct for omitting a l i ght 

a reflective plate beifig disposed b etween said scanner upper shell ebjoot and said light- 
emitting element for rofloct i na caid light omittin g ^ said reflective plate being adapted to reflect light 
emitted f rom said light-emitting elemen t onto a surface: and 

an aperture formed o n a first predetermined position which Is adjacent to a central part of said 
reflective plate to decrease said reflected light on a portion of said surfac e tho i l lumination of said first 
prodotormined position . 

2. (Currently Amended)The apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein said light-emitting element is 
comprises a lamp.

4. (Currently Amended)The apparatus as claimed in claim 1. wherein said reflective plate «&4b 
substantiallv comprises an a rc shape. 

5. (Currentiy Amended)The apparatus as claimed in claim 1 , wherein said reflective plate 4&4r

6. (Currently Amended)The apparatus as claimed in claim 1. wherein the oontra l part of sa i d aperture 
10 widor than tho twtfo onds comprises a central part, a first end and a second end . 

7. (Currently Amended )The apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein said firct pr e d e torminod pocition 
is at tho contra l part of said lioht omitting oloment aperture substantially comprises an elongated 
shape. 

8. (Currently Amended)The apparatus as claimed in claim* 1^. further comprising: 

a spreading plate which Is a thin f[ l m <ilisposed between said light-emitting element and said, 
reflective plat o to oovor oaid light omitting olomont for spread i ng said light rays paoo i ng through it . 

9. (Currently Amended)The apparatus, as claimed in claim 8, wherein said spreading plate includes a 

plurality of perforations to dooroas e i l lumination of the oocond prodotorm i nod poc i tion by inoroaoing of 
said p e rforations of the second prodotomninod position , 

10. (Currently Amended) The apparatus as claimed in claim 9, wherein said socond prodctormined 
poGition I g at tho central part of said liaht - omittino o l oment spreading plate is adapted to distritnjte at 
least a portion of the light emitted by said light emitting element 

11. (Cunrently Amended)The apparatus as claimed in claim 1 further comprising: a protective plate 
made of th e n ; K rt ORal pervious to light ic at tho curfaco of disposed on said scanner upper shell objoot 
for protecting said apparatus. 
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12. (New) The apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein said light-emitting element comprises a 
LED array. 

1 3. (New) The apparatus of claim 1 1 , further comprising a scanner lower shell coupled to said 
scanner upper shell. 

14. (New) The apparatus of claim 13, wherein said scanner upper shell and said scanner lower 
shell substantially comprise a scanning device. 

15. (New) A scanner component, comprising: 

a plate adapted to couple to a scanner, wherein the plate is at least partially reflective, and 
wherein the plate has at least one aperture f^med thereon. 

16. (New) The spanner component of claim 15. wherein the plate is further adapted to couple to an 
upper portion of said scanner. 

17. (New) The scanner component of claim 15, wherein said aperture is adapted to not reflect the light 
produced by a light source of said scanner. 

18. (New) The scanner component of claim 15, wherein the plate is formed to have a substantially arc- 
shape. 

1 9. (New) The scanner component of daim 1 5, further comprising at least two apertures formed on the 
plate. 

20. (New) An apparatus, comprising: 

a scanner having an upper portion and a lower portion; 
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a light source disposed on the upper portion adapted to produce light; and 

a reflective plate comprising one or more apertures formed thereon and disposed on the upper 

portion, said reflective plate being adapted to reflect at least a portion of the produced light from 

portions not including said one or more apertures fomied thereori. 

21. (New) The apparatus of claim 20, and further comprising a spreading plate disposed on the upper 
portion adapted to distribute at least a portion of the produced light. 

22. (New) The apparatus of claim 20, \A(herein the reflective plate is fomned to have a substantially arc- 
shape. 

23. (New) The apparatus of claim 20, wherein the reflective plate is formed to have a substantially U- 
shape. 

24. (New) The apparatus of claim 20, and further comprising two apertures formed on the reflective 
plate. 

25. (New) The apparatus of claim 20; wherein at least a portion of the one or more apertures comprise 
a first end. a center portion and a second end. wherein the center portion of the aperture is wider than 
one of the flrst and second end. 
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
